Thank you for the opportunity to interact with the GEC members. | had a couple of questions | needed to get back to you
regarding the number of wells and how the wells were installed in the marsh. Below are more complete answers:

1. there are 135 monitoring wells in the Satilla for the whole uplands area and another 19 in the Ebenezer. A smaller

portion

of the wells are directly applicable for monitoring and detection of contamination from the Cell Building Area.

2. The wells in the marsh are of the same general construction (2” diameter PVC) as those in the uplands, but were
installed with hand equipment by jetting into the formation as opposed to the standard methods on solid land of drilling
using a rig, direct push hydraulic rigs, or rotary sonic rigs that have been used at LCP.
